Governor of Newfoundland 
and its Dependencies in Come of the one part and the 
Newfoundland Milling” Company, Limited, a Company 
incorporated under the, laws of Newfguindland, of the other 
part dated the fourteenth day ‘of July Anno Domini One 
thousand, nine hundred’ and twenty-four, and forming

THIS AGREEMENT made and entered into at St. John’s, 
in the Colony of Newfound!and this 
14th. day of July Anno Domini One 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-

tween the parties as follows:— 


1. The Company shall ezect in the Colony of New- 
-foundland a flour mill of a eapacity of not less than one 
thousand barrels per day, together with an elevator , clean- 
ing house, and storage warehouse and cooperage, all to be 
equipped with the most modern and improved type of 
machinery and equipment throughout, the total cost of 
which shall be about six hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 


2. The Company shall commence to erect the build- 
ings Mentioned in paragraph one hereof within twelve 
months from the date of the passing by the Legislature of 
an Act approving this Agreement, and shall have the same 
completed and in operation on or before the first day of 
January 1927 and shall keep the same in continued operation.

AND WHEREAS the Company has acquired from the 
Owners and for lessees thereof all the watec-powe.s and 
water-power rights en the Gander River held under grants, 
leases or licenses heretofore made and actually subsisting: 


NOW IT IS HEREBY AGREED as follows: 





1. The Government hereby demises to the Company 
so far as the Government can consistently with any grants, 
leases or licenses heretofore made and actually subsisting 
demise the same the water-powers in and upon the Gander 
River and its tributaries for a term of ninety-nine years 
from the date of this Agreement renewable as hereinafter 
p roided and for the purpose of its works and operations 
the Company shall have the right to divert, stop or dam up

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any stream, lake or water course within the drainage area 
of the Gander River, and to make, constr: et and maintain 
any dams, water courses, culverts, dvains and reservoirs in 
said area for any of its said works or operations. 


2. The Government hereby undertakes to grant to’ 
the Company a fee simple mining grant of one square mile 
of land situate on the South Side of Cobb’s Azm, described 
as follows:—Commencing at a point West one half mile 
from the bottom of Cobb’s Aim, thence South one mile, 
East one mile, North one mile and West one mile to point 
of commencement, bearings magnetic. 


3. The Government undertakes to grant to the Com- 
pany at the price of thirty eents per acre any lands now 
belonging to and in possession of the Crown and not under 
lease or license which may be required as ineident into 
flowage rights within the drainage area of the Gander River, 
or rights of way for telegraphs, tzlephones, power trans- 
mission lines, cables, pipe lines, railways, tramways, roads 
or sites for canals, reservoirs, mills, works, factories, stores 
or warehouses, or for towx sites, or so much of the seashore 
or foreshore and of the public waters and land thereunder as 
may be required for wharves, docks, quays, piers, ware- 
houses and other buildings, or shipping facilities in con- 
hection with the Company’s operations and situate within 
the drainage area of the Gander River or situate within a 
radius of ten miles from the junction of Barry’s Brook 
with the Gander River, but the quantity of land so granted 
shall not exeeed in the whole ten thousand acres. Provided 
that the Government shall not be under obligation to grant 
any such lands at any time after the expiraton of a period 
of six years from the date of this Agreement. 


4. (1) If the Company shall be at any time or times 
desirous of acquirmng lands not belonging to or 
not in possession of the Crown and required in 
connection with the Company’s operations for 
any of the purposes mentioned in the last pre- 
ceding clause of this Agreement, and situate

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within the drainage area of the Gander River 
or situate within a radius of ten miles from the 
junction of Barry’s Brook with the Gander River, 
and shall be unable to agree with the Owners

latter objects to such expropriation he shall give 
notice thereof to the Company in writing within 
ten days, and the objection shall be referred to 
Arbitration in manner hereinbefore provided 
and if the Arbitrators find 


(a) That the lands are needed by the Company

13. WHEREVER the development works of the 
Company make it necessary or expedient to divert, raise, 
lower o: Otherwise alter the course and gradients of the 
Newfoundland Railway, the Company is hereby authori-ed 
and empowered so to do. In all such cases of diversion, 
raising, lowering, or otherwise altering the course and 
gradients of the said Railway that pact of the permanent. 
way affected shall be rebuilt by the Company at its own 
expense In accordance with the specification contained 
in the Railway Contract of 1893. The new location of

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the lines and the execution of the work shall be subject 
to the approval of the Government. 


The work shall be carried out in such manner and 
order as to cause as little inter-uption and inconvenience 
as possible to the operation of the Newfoundland Railway. 


14. The Company undertakes to begin actual con- 
struction work upon its hydro-electric plant within three 
yeais f om the date of these presents, and to expend a sum 
of five million dollars, within the Island of Newfoundland, 
in and about the business and operations of the Company, 
within six years from the date of these presents, and if the 
Company fails to begin such work or expend such money 
within the times mentioned this Agreement shall be void 
and any Crown Lands geanted to the Company under 
the provisions of clause Two or clause Three of this Agree- 
ment shall revert to the Government. 


15. The Government agrees to introduce legislation 
(a) providing that the e:ection and completion by the 
Company at or nea. the Gande: River within six years 
from the date of this Agreement of a paper mill of a capacity 
of not less than two hundred tons of paper per working 
day shall be regarded as a proper performance by the 
Company of the conditions contained in the various Crown 
Timber Licenses vested in the Company at the date of such

yurpose to the Government or its assigns for the time being 
operating the Railway any electric power developed by the 
Company and not required by the Company (which ex- 
pression here includes its subsidiary companies) for its 
own use at a price to be agreed upon and in default of 
agreement to be fixed by arbitration under Clause twenty- 
one of the Agreement. Provided thataf the Government 
or its assigns do not accept such offer within thirty (30) days 
after the date thereof the Company shall ‘be free to sell 
or otherwise deal with the power as it thinks fit. 


19. If this demise shall not have been determined 
under Clause Fouteen of this Agreement, the Government 
will, at the request and cost of the Company, at the ex- 
piration of every furthes term of ninety-nine years which 
may hereafter be granted under this Covenant, grant to 
the Company, subject to the..like Covenants, provisions 
and Agreements as are inand by these presents reserved 
and contained, a renewal lease for the further term of ninety-

20. In this Agreement, wherever the context admits, 
the expression “‘the Company” shall be deemed to include 
besides Gander Valley Power and Paper Company, Limited, 
its assigns. 


21. Any questions, disputes or differences arising out 
of, under or in connection with this Agreement or the ex- 
ecution thereof shall, on the application of either party, 
be referred to the award and final determination of two 
disinterested persons, one to be appointed by each of the 
parties in difference, and if the Arbitrators fail to agree, 
then to the award, umpirage and final determination of 
an umpire to be appointed by the Arbitrators, and the 
award of such Arbitrators or Umpire shall be final and bind- 
ing on both parties, and any such reference shall be deemed 
a submission to arbitration within the meaning of the 
Judicature Act.

contents of fruits (grapes, apples, etc.) or other 
agricultural product containing sugar (honey, milk, 
etc.).

by the alcoholic fermentation of an infusion or 
decoction of barley, malt and hops in drinkable 
water. 


. The words ‘Alcoholic Liquor’? mean and include 


any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fermented or malt 
liquor, or combination of liquors and mixed liquor, 
and all drinks or drinkable liquids and _ solids, 
patented or not, containing three per cent. and up- 
wards of alcohol by volume.

this Act under the name of “The Board of Liquor

10. The word “peddling” means having on one’s 
person, or transporting with one, with intent to sell 
the same outside any establishment where the sale 
thereof is allowed. 


11. The word ‘“‘traveller’? means a person who in 
consideration of a given price per month, day or 
fraction of a day, or per meal, is furnished by an- 
other person with food or lodging, or both; and in- 
cludes a passenger travelling by railway passenger 
train or passenger steamer. 


12. The word “area’’ means any number of contiguous 
towns, villages or settlements in the same Electoral 
District which may be associated together by pet- 
ition under this Act, or by the Board, for the es- 
tablishment or discontinuance therein of a Branch 
establishment of the Board, having a population 
of not less than five thousand. 


13. The word “meal” means the consumption of food 
of kind and quantity sufficient for the bodily main- 
tenance of the consumer, in the dining room of a 
hotel, tourist hotel, or club, or at a banquet, or of a 
railway passenger train o# passenger steamer.

(l)Every applicant for a permit for an hotel, tourist

application, in the Newfoundland Gazette, and ina 
newspaper published in the locality in which the 
premises is situate, or Sf no newspaper is published 
in that locality, then in the Newfoundland Gazette 
and a newspaper published in St. John’s.

40.(1)Wherevee any alcoholic liquor is transported in presumption of 
this Colony in receptacles of any kind, whether or unlawful trans- 
not they be labelled or marked as containing Al- aaa 
coholic liquor or otherwise: 


(a) If such alcoholic liquor be in sufficient quantity 
to give rise to suspicion that it is being trans- 
ported for the purpose of selling of same; or, 


(b) If the said liquor be transported under circum- 
stances justifying the presumption that it Is 
being so transported to be sold unlawfully. 


Any person authorized to that effect by the Board, or 
any Constable, may open any such receptacle wherever it 
may be, with all the necessary aid and even by force in case 
of resistance, and may examine the contents thereof; and if

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ceptacle containing it and hand them over to the Board, 
which shall keep them in its custody until the Court has 
disposed of them by a Judgment.

(3)Any judgment inflicting a penalty for an offence 
against this Act, shall ipso facto carry with it the 
confiscation of any alcoholic liquor and its contain- 
ers or vehicles, transporting it connected with such 
offence, and seized under this Act, and if the Court 
shall be of opinion that an accused is not guilty of 
an offence, but that alcoholic liquor and its contain- 
ers or vehicles transporting it, seized in connec- 
tion with the offence charged, were kept, trans- 
ported or used in violation of this Act, it may 
order the confiscation thereof. 


(4)The Board shall within thirty days of any seizure 
apply to a Stipendiary Magistrate for confiscation 
of the articles seized, except as provided for by 
Sub-Section 5 of this Section.

(a)to enter any place where alcoholic liquor is thought 
to be manufactured or sold, or kept for sale or im- 
portation, contrary to this Act, and take therefrom 
a sample of alcoholic liquor not exceeding in quantity 
one bottle for the purpose of Analysis. 


(b)To enter any establishment of the Board for the 
sale of alcoholic liquor to see that the provisions of 
this Act are complied with. 


(c)To go on board any ship or boat, or enter any part 
thereof, where alcoholic liquor is thought to be 
manufactured, kept for sale or sold, or kept con- 
trary to this Act. 


(d)To seize or remove alcoholic liquor, manufactured, 
sold or kept for sale or imported, or kept in violation 
of this Act. 


46. Any Constable seizing or removing alcoholic 
liquor shall immediately thereafter report to the Board the 
Offenders against this Act. 


47. No person shall interrupt, obstruct or assault 
any Constable in the discharge of his duties hereunder, or 
shall refuse or fail to admit any Constable to enter any place, 
or, having admitted such Constable, refuse or fail to allow 
him to take an account of any alcoholic liquor found or to 
furnish such assistance as he may require.

(a)AIl prosecutions shall be commenced in the name 
of the Boaed within stx calendar months after the 
offence complained of has been committed, by 
complaint in writing by the Board or a Constable.

Act 11 and 12 Victoria, Chapter 48, and Acts. in 
amendment thereof, and the convicting Magistrate 
shall have, in convictions hereunder, the powers 
therein given of adjudicating in case of default, 
of compelling the attendance of witnesses, and of 
distress and sale of the goods and chattels of per- 
sons convicted. 


(c)Any person may call upon the Board to take any 
action, and the Board may, in its discretion either 
before or during the suit, exact from such person the 
deposit of a sum of money sufficient to cover the 
costs in case the proceeding 1s dismissed, and may 
discontinue the proceedings if such person shall 
fail to deposit the said sum. | 
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(d)The Board may give compensation or reward for 
information tending to a conviction for an offence 
under this Act, or for the conduct of any Constable 
acting hereunder. 


(e)Such compensation oe reward if given in respect of 
the information given or the conduct of a Constable, 
shall be to the Officer in charge of the Newfoundland 
Constabulary force for the benefit of widows and 
Orphans of deceased members of the Force. 


50. In proving a sale for the purpose of any proceeding 
under this Act, it shall not be necessary to show that any 
money actually passed, if the Magistrate hearing the case 
be satisfied that a transaction in the nature of a sale took 
place. 


51. If it shall be provedthat bottles or decanters, or 
tumblers, or glasses, or other vessels which are usually 
employed for holding and using Alcoholic liquor, were found 
in and upon the premises of a person accused of the sale 
of Alcoholic liquor, and that such vessels had been recently 
used, or that persons were found drinking or drunk on the 
premises of the accused, such proof shall be prima facie 
evidence of a sale in violation of this Act, and the accused 
shall thereupon be required to establish his innocence. 


52. In any proceeding under this Act, it shall not be 
necessary to specify the particular sort of liquors sold, 
nor to whom, nor the time when sold, but itshall be suffic-
